U.S. cities hit by terrorist bombs

A series of simultaneous early morn­ 
ing bom bings today dam aged five 
buildings in New York City, the State 
Department in Washington, the Sears 
and IBM buildings and a major bank in 
Chicago. 
The Armed Forces of National Libera­ 
tion. a Puerto Rican nationalist group, 
claimed responsibility for all the bom­ 
bings 
No injuries were reported from any of 
the blasts 
A police spokesman in New York City. 
Capt, Charles V. Rorke of the Crime 
Laboratory Section, said the FALN left a 
letter in a lower West Side phone booth in 
which the group termed the blasts “a 


sim ultaneously coordinated attack 
against 
Yankee 
governm ents and 
monopoly capitalist institutions in New 
York, Washington. Chicago and Puerto 
Rico " 
No bombings were reported in Puerto 
Rico 
The full text of the letter was not made 
available. 
Five Manhattan banks and the U S 
Mission to the U N were damaged in the 
blasts, all of which detonated between 
1:43 a.m. and 2:10 a.m. Two of the banks 
were in the Wall Street area and the 
others in midtown Manhattan 
At the same time, bombs exploded at 
the State Department in Washington, the 
Sears Building — the world’s tallest — in 


Chicago and several other buildings in 
the Midwest city 
The blast at the State Department 
shattered 20 windows and blew a small 
hole in the wall of the seven-story 
building Secretary of State Henry A 
K issin g er said the bom bing w as 
"completely senseless ” 
It was the second bombing at the State 
Department this year A bomb planted in 
a women's rest room Jan 29 did $390,000 
damage 
New York police said they were look 
ing for three white m ales and a woman 
seen early today driving around the Wall 
Street area in a late model maroon- 
colored Chevrolet. 
In Chicago, three black powder bombs 


exploded within 20 minutes outside three 
downtown skyscrapers, shattering win 
dows and stonework A fourth bomb, a 
potential killer wrapped in a bouquet of 
red roses, was found outside the Stan­ 
dard Oil building and disarmed 
One of the powder bombs shattered 10 
windows and ripped apart a granite 
bench on the plaza of the 110-story. 1.454- 
foot Sears Tower 
Other explosions damaged the IBM 
Building on the near North Side and the 
Continental Illinois Bank in the heart of 
the city’s financial district 
The bank had previously been bombed 
bv Puerto Rican terrorists 
Bomb and arson squad members found 
five sticks of dynamite concealed in the 


bouquet of roses under a bench eight feet 
from the entrance of the Standard Oil 
Building 
Central District Police Commander 
Paul Mcl^ughlin said the black powder 
bombs were relatively small devices 
apparently intended to draw attention 
rather than to kill 
But he said the 
dvnamite bomb, had it gone off. could 
easily have killed anyone near it 
Scores of policemen searched 76 down­ 
town buildings 
primarily government 
and financial institutions, for other pos 
sible bombs No others were found, of­ 
ficials said 
A spokesman for the police Arson and 
Kxplosion Squad said a typewritten note 
with the FALN’s five-pointed star on the 


letterhead was found later in a lower 
West Side telephone booth 


The spokesman said the letter claimed 
responsibility for all the bombings and 
termed them "a simultaneously coor­ 
dinated attack against Yankee govern­ 
ments and monopoly capitalist in­ 
stitutions * 


In Chicago, an FBI spokesman said. 
It sounds like some coordinated group 
since we have these explosions here an in 
other cities, but we re waiting for the 
reports from our men out in the field 
before we can say anvthing definite ’*

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A meeting 
was scheduled for Tuesday between 
state and Southern California spokesmen 
and Interior Secretary Thomas Kleppe 
on offshore oil leases amid reports the 
federal government was ignoring re­ 
quests for environmental safeguards. 
A spokesman for Gov. Edmund Brown 
said th e re w as “ no su b sta n tiv e 
response” from the federal government. 
California spokesmen were pressing 
for a delay in the sale of offshore lands 
scheduled for December. 
Brown and Los Angeles Mayor Thomas 
Bradley requested the meeting with 
Kleppe before moving ahead with the 
lease sale. The two, along with other 
community leaders have urged delay of 
sale on grounds that current controls are 
inadequate to protect local interest. 
The 1953 federal act governing leasing 
of oil lands on the outer continental shelf 
is currently being revised in Congress. 
One bill has passed the Senate and a 
similar measure was before a special 
House committee. 
But the House measure was not ex­ 
pected to reach the President before 
February, according to the chairman of 
the committee. Rep. Thomas Murphy, 
D-N.Y. 
“ To go ahead with the Southern 
California lease sale before Congress 
can act would exclude California from 
the benefits.” J. Anthony Kline, an aide 
to Brown, said. 
California critics of the proposed lease 
of offshore lands objected that it is being 
done without publication of data which 
indicates the size of oil reserves at stake. 


They say also it does not give the 
public a fair share of the profits oil com­ 
panies are expected to realize; that the 
lease sales will be before Congress can 
act and before the Legislature can adopt 
a coastal zone management plan; that 
there are no adequate safeguards against 
spills and air pollution and that state 
regulated reserves would be drained. 


As a result of a meeting between 
Brown and President Ford Sept. 5, the 
President designated Federal Energy 
Administrator Frank Zarb to deal with 
C alifornia on the offshore leasing 
program. 


But Tom Quinn. Brown’s cabinet of­ 
ficer for enviommental m atters, said 
talks with Zarb have done little to help. 


"He was very polite,” Quinn said, “ but 
the m essage never seemed to get 
through.”

Francisco Franco, 82, reported con­ 
scious and resting quietly but still 
dangerously ill, fought today what most 
Spaniards feared was his last battle 
against increasing weakness and con­ 
tinuing heart failure. 
The team of 14 doctors at his bedside in 
the El Pardo palace said the old soldier 
survived the latest near-fatal crisis in his 
weekold battle with death but that his 
condition remains grave. A series of 
medical bulletins said his vital functions 
remain normal, which would indicate no 
fever had developed 
Government officials and Spain’s new­ 
spapers avoided saying the aged Caudillo 


leg suffered when she was hit by a car 
while crossing the intersection of F 
Street and Airport Avenue. 
The accident occurred shortly before 7 
p.m. Friday. Police said Alfreda D 
Simms, 24, of 705 North F St., Apt. A. 
driver of the car, will be cited for unsafe 
backing 
Four persons suffered minor injuries

Ford today welcomed Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat to the White House, 
saying the unprecedented visit sym­ 
bolized 
'new d im ensions of our 
friendship " 
Sadat responded bv telling Ford he had 
come to the United States “ to put the 
relations between our two countries in 
proper relation 
We are here with an open heart,” 
Sadat said 
The E gyptian leader arriv ed in 
Williamsburg Va Sunday to begin his 
10-dav U S visit, which he has said will 
concentrate heavily on obtaining arm s 
for Egypt from the United States Sadat 
is the first Egyptian head of state to visit 
Washington 
During formal remarks on the South 
Lawn of the White House. Ford promised 
that the United States would continue 
working for a Middle East peace accep^ 
table to all sides 
Several thousands dignitaries and 
tourists jam m ed the W hite House 
grounds for the ceremony. The two 
leaders have scheduled talks for today 
and Tuesday and Sadat was to make a 
speech before the National Press Club 
later today 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes 
sen said Ford’s Middle East aid package 
will he sent to Congress this week But 
he told reporters the legislative request 
for military and economic aid to Israel 
and economic assistance for Egypt has 
not yet reached the President s desk 
Some decisions still have to be made, he 
said 
In his rem arks. Sadat thanked Ford for 
the role played by the United States in 
negotiating the Sinai agreement He said 


the agreement 
must be considered a 
turning point in the history of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict in the area where we 
live ” 
' W’e shall always work for peace 
together.” he said Hut Sadat stressed 
that peace must he a "peace based on 
justice ’ 
Ford said Sadat s visit is a symbol of 
the new dimensions of our friendship 
and said the I nited States seeks a 
relationship with all Middle East nations 
“ that is beneficial for both sides 
The efforts of the United States will 
continue until all nations directly con­ 
cerned achieve a peace adaptable to all 
in the Middle E ast." Ford said “ We are 
pleased our objectives coincide with 
yours We are proud to work with you 
toward that goal 
When Ford and Sadat later toured the 
Hose Garden shouts of some Arabs op­ 
posed to Sadat's visit and decision to im­ 
prove relations with the United States 
could be heard from a rallv across the 
street 
“ Long Live the PLO," and “ Sadat 
Beware Kissinger", the group shouted 
Sadat, his wife and four children 
arrived at the White House 15 minutes 
la ter than the scheduled U a m 
ceremonv 
Bettv Ford, dressed in a 
cream colored brocaded ensem ble 
decorated with Egyptian like symbols, 
handed a boquet of red roses to Mrs 
Sadat 
Ford and Sadat stood on a specially 
constructed dais to hear a 21 gun salute 
boomed out in Sadat s honor and the 
national anthems of the two nations

Marine terminal pollution 
Vandenberg 
auction 
control may be up to Co.

Santa Barbara County's Air 
Pollution Control District is 
seen as having jurisdiction over 
the offshore areas in which Ex­ 
xon Corp is planning to set up 
its marine terminal with full- 
scale tanker operations 
Such control should it need to 
be exercised in view of uncer­ 
tainties still revolving around 
the proposed giant Exxon oil 
and gas extraction venture off 
the Refugio-El Capitan area, is 
seen by many as a key element 
in any county effort to keep 
tanker-caused pollution at a 
minimum if full-scale opera­ 
tions do take place utilizing the 
marine terminal facility. The 
tanker pollution threat has 
brought a suggestion for an 
alternate overland pipeline. 
The county counsel’s office 
said the assumption has been 
made that the County Air Pollu­ 
tion Control D istrict has 
jurisdiction over such facilities 
up to the three-mile limit of 
coastal waters off county areas 
Exxon’s marine terminal, ac­ 
cording to plans, would be well 
within the three-mile limit, 
even though the one or more 
drilling platforms which Exxon 
would use in its unified opera­ 
tion in the western Santa Bar-, 
bara Channel would be beyond 


the three-mile limit of state 
tidelands 
Air Pollution Control Direc­ 
tor John English has informed 
the Board of Supervisors that 
pollutant emissions from any 
sizeable tanker force as en­ 
visioned by Exxon would be 
considerable 
Concern has been expressed 
that uncontrolled tanker emis­ 
sions could adversely affect 
areas used by fishermen and 
boaters as well as urban areas 
The tanker air and water 
pollution threat has also been 
strongly underlined by County 
Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds. 
Air pollutant emissions from 
multiple tanker operations 
could be as much as four times 
that of a large onshore process­ 
ing plant, it has been estimated 
Grand Jury spokesman Scott 
Glenn — also stressing concern 
of Grand Jury members about 
the planned use of tankers in 
large numbers at the Exxon ter­ 
minal — termed them the prin­ 
cipal source of Florida beach 
pollution Glenn said pollution 
of Florida beaches could not be 
blamed on oil seeps as there are 
no seeps there Tankers are the 
main culprits, he pointed out, in 
relaying a Grand Jury recom­ 
mendation that the county lead 


the way in having a “ fingerprin­ 
ting'' system set up by which oil 
pollution could be traced to the 
polluting tanker or other 
source. 
Assistant County Counsel 
Dana Smith confirmed that he 
“ has made the assumption" the 
Air Pollution Control District 
would have powers over tanker 
emissions at the marine ter­ 
minal. even though it would be 
in state waters, so to speak, and 
subject to a State Coastal 
Conservation Commission per­ 
mit. 
Smith said he had informed 
English of his finding and said 
he felt it also applied to the 
Santa Barbara Channel Islands 
under county control “ even the 
remote Santa Barbara Island,” 
some 70 or more miles from 
Santa Barbara. 
Smith declared he arrived at 
his conclusion from a study of 
definition of county boundaries. 
There wasn’t much to go on ex­ 
cept for this definition, he ad­ 
ded. 
E arlier, County Counsel 
George Kading said he had 
believed the Air Pollution 
Control District jurisdiction 
went only to mean high tide 
line, but conceded Smith had 
gone into a more thorough 
study.

Santa Barbara County's 
special '•ensus — employing up 
to 400 enumerators at the start 
and more later — got under way 
today throughout county and 
city areas 
County Census Coordinator 
Clifford Pauley said “ ad­ 
ditional enumerators will be 
required in most areas,” adding 
that application forms will be 
available at various census 
headquarters. 
“ The purpose of the census is 
to allow cities and county 


governments to become eligible 
for state subventions on the 
basis of population, and to supp­ 
ly governmental agencies with 
better information about the 
communities they are at­ 
tempting to serve,” Pauley 
said 
In addition, the Board of 
Supervisors is expected to 
make use of the new population 
counts in the five supervisorial 
districts in determining the 
need for re-districting earlv in 
1976

County officials pointed to the 
city of Carpinteria as likely to 
benefit most financially from 
the new census count in 
proportion to its present sub­ 
vention receipts, as it has com­ 
piled the biggest growth rate in 
the county since the 1970 
Federal census. Carpinteria’s 
growth rate has neared 10 per 
cent as an average in recent 
years, county figures show. 
Present county population es­ 
timates — gleaned from state 
estimates of last Jan. 1 — show 
a big disparity in population 
between the Third and Fourth 
Districts, for example, a dis­ 
parity which is maintained in 
the current census results could 
result in Santa Ynez Valley 
areas being moved from the 
Third to the Fourth District 
which now centers about Lom­ 
poc Valley. 


In addition to providing as ac­ 
curate a head count of residents 
as possible, the special census 
is likely to come up with a much 
truer figure on the number of 
unemployed in the county than 
now exists, said Pauley, this is 
because there w ill be a 
breakdown as to employed 
persons, along with retired 
persons, unemployed, students 
16 years or older and others 
“ not in labor force.” Current 
unemployment figures do not 
differentiate so well, and the 
result is that critics claim these 
figures accepted now as un­ 
employed are inflated. 
Pauley said the results of the 
work of the large task force — 
including checking and editing 
— will be ready for release 
somewhere between mid- 
November and Thanksgiving, 
Nov. 27. 
Enumerators will wear visi­ 
ble badges with the county seal 
and provide assurance that 
material gleaned will be kept 
confidential, with none of the 
material requested able to be 
identified back to individual 
households.

MORRISTOWN, N.J. (UPI) 
— Sometime in the next few 
days, a judge must decide 
whether comatose Karen Ann 
Quinlan can be removed from a 
life-sustaining machine and 
allowed to die — but the 
prosecutor says religion and 
emotion will not be at issue. 
Superior Court Judge Robert 
Muir Jr. is expected to make 
his decision in the “ right to 
die” case this week 
Morris County Prosecutor 
Donald Collester said he would 
call several medical experts at 
the resumption of the trial to­ 
day. 
Karen, 21. has been in a coma 
since April 14 when, according 
to frien d s, 
she 
mixed 
tranquilizers and alcohol during 
a birthday party for a friend. 
She is kept alive only by a 
respirator, and her family 
wants it disconnected to permit 
her to die. 
The state contends that to 
remove her from the machine 
would amount to homicide. 
Muir refused last week to see 
Karen because he felt the 
emotional impact might impair 
his legal judgment. 
“ Whether there is a philo­ 
sophical or religious argument 
in this case is only tangential,” 
Collester said during the 
weekend. “ It is being conducted 
in a court of law.” 
Collester and other attorneys 
opposing the Quinlans’ request 
to remove their adopted daugh­ 
ter from the respirator. 
“ If you told Karen Ann 
Quinlan she would go into a 
coma and check out and then 
she signed a statement that she 
did not want to prolong her life. 
I would accept that. But that is 
not the case,” said Collester. 
Karen’s parents, Roman 
Catholics Julia and Joseph 
Quinlan, did not attend church 
Sunday and instead stayed at 
home, praying the court ordeal 
would soon be over. 


Long beard 


brings jail 


MARCH AFB. Calif. (U PI) - 
In 30 days, a man’s beard can 
get pretty long. And the length 
of his beard is exactly the 
problem that landed Airman 
l.C Patrick Mannix in jail in the 
first place. 
Mannix, 24, was sentenced to 
30 days in jail, fined $100 and 
demoted for defying the Air 
Force’s “ short-beard” regula­ 
tion that prohibits facial hairs 
to be more than one-quarter 
inch in length. 
A two-year Air Force vete­ 
ran, Mannix said he had a 
medical waiver to grow the 
beard because of a painful 
facial disease called pseudofol­ 
liculitis in which closely shaved 
hairs become ingrown. 
Military Judge Jeremiah Ma­ 
honey convicted Mannix of the 
charge Friday after rejecting 
defense attorney pleas to dis­ 
miss the case. Mannix was 
allowed a short visit with his 
wife and new-born child Satur­ 
day before beginning his jail 
sentence. 
Mannix’s attorney, Capt. 
Peter Stephen, argued that the 
grooming regulation was 
unconstitutional and deprived 
Mannix of the right of freedom 
of expression and equal protec­ 
tion under the law. 
In the Navy, Stephen said, 
men are allowed to wear full 
beards as long as they are kept 
neat. 
The judge ruled, however, 
that military and civilian case 
law supported the idea that the 
constitutional rights of service­ 
men “ must be curtailed .. to en­ 
sure that discipline, morale and 
the safety of the command are 
preserved ” 
Stephen said Mannix will ap­ 
peal the ruling.

Analysts are predicting the 
financial reports from the three 
auto companies this week will 
show a combined profit of about 
$168 million compared with $55 
million a year ago — the lowest 
for a non-strike year since 1958 


Whether the three reach a 
projected $570 million profit in 
the fourth quarter, compared 
with $456 5 million a year ago. 
will depend largely on consum­ 
er confidence, analysts said 
“ Given the fragile state of 
consumer confidence, the sl­ 


ightest bad news could burst the 
bubble of the past month.” said 
David Eisenberg. research vice 
president of the Wall Street 
firm of Sanford Bernstein & Co. 
“ Sales of 1976 models have 
gotten off to an encouraging 
start, but we’ll have to wait at 
least a month longer to see if it 
can sustain itself.”

Buckley ran as a Conserva­ 
tive Party candidate in 1970, 
and faces a primary battle for 
the Republican nomination next 
year. 


Cannon has raised $272,536, a 
considerable amount in Nevada 
where the limit he can spend on 
next year’s campaign is 
$374,000 


Tunney is in third place, hav­ 
ing raised $269,079 
He has 


spent $156,000 this year, includ­ 
ing $15,000 on a poll 
Kennedy, relying largely on 
big fund raising parties, report­ 
ed income this year of $244,708 
One of the contributors giving 
the maximum $1,000 to the Ken­ 
nedy campaign was Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis.

Vietnamese refugees join 
family in Lompoc

aids in settling 


Living in Lompoc thanks to efforts of 
Lutheran Immigration and Refugee Ser­ 
vice of New York and its local represen­ 
tative, the Rev Charles Rauschek of 
Bethany Lutheran Church, is a Viet­ 
namese family and their mentor, Thanh 
Van Tran The latter assisted them in 
their escape from Vietnam following the 
fall of Saigon In confusion of the exodus 
to America, he lost somewhere in 
Saigon, his young wife and their sons, 
aged 2 and 4 
A report from Camp Pendleton where 
the group found temporary quarters, 
states “ He is quite positive that he will 
never see them again or that they will 
never come to America.” He departed 
Vietnam in April and arrived at 
Pendleton in June. 
It was during this time that George 
Hirzel, 558 Sunbeam Road, began 
negotiations for the family of his Viet­ 
namese wife to come live with them. His 
first attempt to arrange for the family to 
come to Lompoc proved a failure. The 
larger part of the family chose to stay 
under the sponsorship of a Lutheran 
Church in Minnesota. 
Hirzel next initiated action to bring his 
wife’s mother, sister and a niece to Lom­ 
poc, plus their friend Tran, affectionate­ 
ly known as Phuoc (Fook.) This 
materialized quite rapidly through phone 
conversations between the Rev. 
Rauschek and Camp Pendleton staff con­ 
nected with the Lutheran service. On 
June 6, Phuoc was being processed on his 
way to begin a new life in Lompoc with 
the Hirzel family. 
Phuoc is a former radioman in the 
Chief Navy Command Control for the 
Vietnamese Navy. In 1962. he became a 
part of the “ big picture” and stayed with 
the navy until the fall of Saigon. 
Although Puoc can 
read and write 
English very well, he has some difficulty 
speaking the language. The women new­ 
comers speak only Vietnamese. Phuoc 
was soon in English classes at the adult 
education center in Lompoc. Once he 
acquires command of the English 
language he plans to attend college at 
Allan Hancock 
and eventually a full­ 
time job to help this unique family. 
Upon their arrival in Lompoc, clothes 
and incidentals for their aid were quickly 
gathered through the local church The 
congregation has agreed to help in every 
way possible, and the future looks 
promising for this particular group of 
Vietnamese. Finances however are prov­ 
ing an increasing problem. 
Made guests of honor at the Oc- 
toberfest hosted by Bethany Fellowship, 
the newcomers were officially welcomed 
to this country and presented with gifts 
from the congregation. Cindy (Mrs. 
G erald) Buntemeyer was party 
chairman in the home of the pastor and 
his wife, the Rev. and Mrs. Rauschek.

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Yoshimura's influence 
on Patty Hearst revealed 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
member Wendy Yoshimura in­ 
fluenced Patricia Hearst to 
reject revolutionary violence 
and espouse the cause of 
feminism, according to Rolling 
Stone magazine 
And the San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer said in its Sunday edi­ 
tion Miss Yoshimura, 30, 
provided Miss Hearst’s at­ 
torney with details to support 
his contention she was the vic­ 
tim of brainwashing after her 
kidnap by the SLA on Feb. 4, 
1974. 
Both women were arrested 
Sept. 18 at a home in San Fran­ 
cisco’s Mission District. Two 
other SLA fugitives. William 
Harris and his wife. Emily, 
were captured the same day in 
a home several blocks away. 
Rolling Stone said in a 
forthcoming article Miss 
Hearst, 21, daughter of Exam­ 
iner President Randolph 
Hearst, and Miss Yoshimura 
aligned themselves against the 
Harrises who espoused violence 
in changing the world 
The bimonthly magazine said 
Miss Hearst had become 
repelled by the SLA’s violent 
philosophy and “ machismo.” It 
said she also was homesick and 
on the verge of quitting the SLA 
just before her arrest. 
“ When Wendy initially criti­ 
cized the SLA as sexist, Patty 
had defended Cinque and 
Teko,” Rolling Stone said. “ But 
over the summer her opinion 
changed She was beginning to 
view the SLA as a gun-toting 
gang heavy on machismo.” 


Cinque 
was 
Donald 
DeFreeze, an escaped convict 
and head of the SLA. He and 
five other SLA members died 
in a police shootout in Los 
Angeles. 
Teko was identified as 
Harris. 
Rolling Stone said Miss 
Hearst “ had lost almost all 
fascination for the intrigue of 
the underground. Most of her 
time was spent away from the 
Harrises who no longer seemed 
like the brother Teko and sister 
Yolanda (Mrs. Harris) she once 
admired.” The Examiner said 
Miss Yoshimura met for 
several hours with attorney 
Terence Hallinan at the Alame­ 
da County Jail near Livermore 
and provided details on the 
techniques used in the “ brain­ 
washing” of Miss Hearst.

The spokesman, however, 
gave no details of the prepara­ 
tions for the refugees’ landing 
from the ship Thuong Tin. 
which sailed from Guam Oct 16 
without permission from the 
PRG and against the advise of 
the U N High Commission for 
Refugees 
According to some reports, 
the ship has entered Vietnam 
waters south of Saigon 
The South Vietnamese 
spokesman said the decision to 
permit the return of the 
refugees was based on 
“ humanitarian reasons 
He said other refugees 
evacuated by the United States 
at the height of the Vietnam 
war in April must apply for 
their return and each applica­ 
tion would be dealt with 
separately 
He criticized the United 
States for its “ unilateral ac­ 
tion’’ in repatriating the 
refugees and warned it would 
be held responsible for any con­ 
sequences arising from a 
repetition of such “ illegal ac­ 
tion."

M e x ic o gun sm u g g lin g told 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex (UPI) 
— Federal authorities say the 
number of American guns 
smuggled into Mexico has in­ 
creased sharply, with narcot­ 
ics dealers and Communist 
terrorist groups trying to buy 
weapons ranging from large 
caliber pistols to machmeguns 
“ The weapons are command 
ing such a price in Mexico that 
they’re better than money if 
you can get them in.” said Bill 
Kline, head of the t>rug En­ 
forcement Administration of­ 
fice 
“ From our intelligence, I 
would say this sort of thing is on 
the rise and has increased sub- 


stantially ” 
Kline said drug dealers 
wanted the military rifles 
machmeguns and large caliber 
pistols to battle the Mexican 
Army, which conducts raids 
against narcotics traffickers 
Earlier this month. Rep Bob 
Wilson. D-Calif , announced the 
Drug Enforcement Administra 
tion had discovered 40 instances 
in which guns were stolen from 
U S military facilities 
Kline said federal agents in 
Texas were working on a case 
in which 34 weapons allegedly 
were exchanged in Mexico for 
narcotics bound for the lucra­ 
tive American market 


One of the problems is that 
there is no inspection by U S 
officials of Americans going 
into Mexico," said Kline 
Another problem, he said, 
was with Mexican customs of 
ficers, who generally failed to 
search American automobiles 
defined only for border cities 
“ They're taking everything 
from hand guns to machmeguns 
across the border ’ Kline said 
* I’m sure many of the guns are 
stolen, but thev’re so valuable

Brown back 
on theme of

I.OS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr said 
Americans are finally recogniz­ 
ing that government, people 
and institutions are limited in 
fulfilling the * hardnosed, 
overblown rhetoric and expec­ 
tations that those in charge 
gave them.” 


The governor told 450 social 
studies teachers Saturday at 
the annual Current Affairs

Knowles pointed out tackle Steve H err­ 
ing (6-2.250) as being instrum ental in the 
Righetti line.

“ We had a lot of foul-ups,” adm itted 
Knowles, listing m issed assignm ents and 
lack of responsibility as prim e factors in 
the defeat. 
Knowles singled out Andre McGant (20 
c a r r ie s fo r 125 y a rd s and th r e e 
touchdowns) and offensive guard Curt 
Rodgers as playing exceptional gam es 


Righetti opened the gam e by taking the 
k ick o ff on the 20. and un d er the 
leadership of two quarterbacks, all­ 
leaguer Henry O liveria and sophomore 
G ary Boesh. drove downfield 80 yards in 
7 plays and scored when M eadows 
plunged over from the two yard line. 


But Cabrillo cam e back with two m ore 
touchdowns before the period ended on 
runs of eight and two yards by McGant. 
M issing the first conversion. Cabrillo 
elected to go for two after the second, 
with quarterback Ray Dahlm an passing 
to M cGant for the PAT 


In the second quarter, with a m inute 
and a half left. Meadows scored his se­ 


cond touchdown going over the top from 
two yards out. 


Then cam e the m ost spectacular play 
in the ballgam e: D ahlm ann, taking the 
ball on his own 45, drove his team to the 
R ighetti two. With five seconds left on 
the clock he threw deep in the end zone. 
The pass was picked off by R ighetti’s 
Kendall Greene. G reene, picking up in­ 
terference along the way, streaked down 
the sideline, bringing the crowd to its 
feet. Suddenly, out of nowhere, cam e 
Cabrillo halfback Ron Carney, m atching 
G reene stride for stride. Carney finally 
hauled G reene down ju st three yards 
short of the R ighetti goal line. 


So instead of going into the locker 
room at half with a seven point lead, 
Cabrillo found itself tied 14-14. 


“ That was the turning point of the 
gam e,” em phasized Knowles. “ It com ­ 
pletely dem oralized us.” 


Coming out in the second half Cabrillo 
drove from their 40 yard line to the 
Righetti 11 in nine plays, and M cGant 
scam pered in from there for his third 
touchdown on the night The extra point 
attem pt by Carney failed and the Conqs 
w ere ahead 20-14.

When Pete Rozelle ruled late last week 
no National Football League team could 
sign any players away from the large 
pool of unem ployed World Football 
League talent, there was a gnashing of 
teeth in Miami 
The ruling m eant Larry Csonka, the 
gam e’s m ost punishing ball carrier, 
would not be able to play for the Dolphins 
this year even if Don Shula and his band 
of legal advisers could talk John Bassett 
into relinquishing a personal services 
contract he has with the big fullback 
With Csonka out of the picture, Miami

¿afety from Michigan State is 
quickly building up a reputation 
in his second pro season for be­ 
ing there when a ball is 
fumbled 
He made it four fumble 
recoveries for the season Sun­ 
day by picking up two New 
Orleans Saints' mistakes in a 
38-14 Rams' victory - their 
fifth in a row to push their NFC 
West lead to a healthy three 
games. 
“ Yeah, those turnovers got us 
14 points,’’ he smiled. “ I’m giv­ 
ing up those interceptions now 
All I ’m going after now is the 
fumbles." 
Simpson was kidding about 
the interceptions, of course. 
But he wasn’t kidding about 14 
points. Los Angeles cashed both 
first-half turnovers — a fumble 
by Alvin Maxson in the opening 
quarter and one by Mike 
Strachan in the second period — 
in for touchdowns as Cullen 
Bryant crashed into the Saints' 
end zone from three yards and 
one yard The Rams led 24-0 at 
the intermission. 


“ I could have gone all the 
way on the first fumble but I 
stumbled and fell,” said Simp­ 
son.

Chilean Navy is preparing three secret 
trials of about 100 political prisoners in 
the port city of Valparaiso. 
Ten prom inent Chileans will be 
charged, according to sm uggled 
documentation, with “collaborating and 
participating in an illegal government.’’ 
Yet it is the junta that is illegal; the 
Allende government was legally elected 
and illegally deposed. Thus the prisoners 
are being tried for a crime that was ac­ 
tually committed by their accusers 
Among those who will be hauled before 
the junta's kangaroo court are the 
following; 
— Pedro Felipe Ramirez, 34. former 
housing minister under Allende and son- 
in-law of Radomiro Tomic. the Christian 
Democrat who ran against Allende in 
1970. Ramirez was among those released 
by the junta with great fanfare a month 
ago, as part of its second anniversary 
celebration. Minutes after Ramirez 
walked through the prison doors, he was 
re-arrested by Navy agents. 
— Andres Sepulveda, about 50, former 
congressman and Socialist Party leader. 
He was arrested after the coup, released 
on September 20 and re-arrested five 
days later. 
— Sergio Vuskovic, 49, former mayor 
Valparaiso and professor of philosophy. 
He also was arrested after the coup, 
released about September 15 and re­ 
arrested five days later. 
— Luis Corvalan. 56, former senator 
and acknowledged communist. Although 
suffering from a bleeding ulcer and a 
serious spinal disorder, he has sepnt the 
last two years in prison. 
The second secret Navy trial, also in 
the works, will bring about 55 political 
prisoners before the bar on charges of il­ 


legal arms importation during the 
Allende years. 
The third secret trial will take up 
vague charges of “treason” against a 
number of other prisoners. 
No one is immune, it seems, from the 
junta’s paranoiac purge of dissenters. 
Last month, the military dictators 
zeroed in on a private church group, 
known as the “Committee for Coopera­ 
tion and Peace,” which has been trying 
to keep account of the thousands of im­ 
prisoned Chileans. 
The com m ittee’s secretary, Gina 
Ocaranza, simply disappeared on 
September 12. She was five months preg­ 
nant at the time. Her associates believe 
she has been secretly arrested 
A few days later, according to 
diplomatic sources, the two top leaders 
of the Presbyterian church in Chile, 
Pastor Juan Polanco and his assistant, 
Pastor Dennis O’Shay, were detained. 
The 
co m m ittee’s co-chairm an, 
Lutheran Bishop Helmut Frenz, was in 
West Germany on church business when 
he received word on October 3 that the 
junta had barred him from returning 
home. Frenz has been internationally 
recognized for his work with Chilean 
refugees. 
Footnote: At the urging of the Chile 
Solidarity Committee, a District of 
Columbia group pushing for human 
rights in Chile, several members of 
Congress have written to junta leader 
Gen. Augusto Pinochet demanding that 
the secret trials be stopped. Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, D-Mass., has also asked the 
State Department to issue a formal 
protest over the Frenz expulsion. The 
Chilean embassy had no comment.

S e c re ta ry of the 
Treasury earned a 
headline in the New 
York Post; “Simon on 
U.S. Aid:/Make City 
Suffer.” 
Mr. Simon, although 
he is charged under 
oath to put asid e 
parochial 
concerns 
and act as a represen- 
\<tive of the entire 
country, was clearly 
stunned: he is, you 
see. a New Yorker, 
and New Yorkers, for all that New York 
is the most enraging city in America, 
tend to love it dearly, and for good 
reasons. 
“It is obvious,” Mr. Simon has written 
privately to a friend, “that they (the 
critics of his statement) don’t want to 
know the difference between e s­ 
tablishing criteria to discourage other 
states and municipalities from going 
down the same road as New York City, 
and punishment. While at the same time 
these punitive criteria, including a very 
high interest rate, would encourage New 
Yorkers to do everything they could do to 
regain access to the capital markets at 
the earliest possible dates.’’ 
It is probable that most people who 
have taken an earnest stand on the issue 
of New York have not in fact read Mr 
Simon's full testimony. There is in it a 
quality of intelligent sobriety which is in­ 
creasingly rare in the passionate

WASHINGTON - Back in 1972, we ex­ 
posed how International Telephone and 
Telegraph plotted against any govern­ 
ment that dared to oppose the con­ 
glomerate’s financial interests. 
There had been talk in Argentina, for 
exam ple, of nationalizing the ITT 
telephone system The company im­ 
mediately tried to stir 
up a revolution. 
In 1968, the governor 
of Puerto Rico con­ 
sidered taking over IT- 
T ’s profitable but 
p o o rly 
s e r v ic e d 
telephone company. 
ITT threw its resources 
against the governor, 
who was defeated at 
the polls. 
In 1970, the Marxist 
S alv ad o r A llende, 
campaigning on a plat­ 
form of nationalization, won Chile’s 
presidential election. Without waiting to 
see whether he would be able to keep his 
promises. ITT tried to stop him from 
taking power. 
ITT owned 60 per cent of the Chilean 
telephone company and intended to keep 
it. On Oct. 23, 1975, ITT’s Washington 
vice president. William Merriam. sent a 
message to Henry Kissinger in the W hite 
House. It was a stilted, rather un­ 
graceful demand for tough American ac­ 
tion to stop Allende. 
Kissinger endorsed a CIA-ITT con­ 
spiracy to block Allende from becoming 
president. When this failed, the CIA 
began to undermine the new Allende 
regime. The idea was to set him up for a 
fall. 
The CIA spent an admitted $8 million 
on the anti-AUende campaign. This 
helped to bring Allende’s subsequent 
dow nfall. F or th e ir m oney, the 
American taxpayers now have as an ally 
a military dictatorship far more oppres­ 
sive than the Allende government ever 
was. 
Since we have a proprietary interest in 
the story, we have continued to keep an 
eye on Chile. We have reported how the 
Chilean junta first turned upon the com­ 
m unists and le ftists, then upon 
democratic leaders. We have also told 
how the junta tortures political prisoners 
and burns books. 
The dictatorship has responded by 
sending representatives to Washington 
to assure U.S. officials that the repres­ 
sion is over and that human rights are 
now respected in Chile. 
The ugly truth is, however, that the 
junta not only has renewed its repression 
of Allende’s associates but of religious 
leaders and democratic politicians as 
well. At his moment, for example, the 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - To the 
best of anyone’s knowledge Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen has never been characterized as 
the leading Democratic candidate for 
president. This is because, according to 
polls, only about 2 per cent of the 
nation’s Democrats want him in the of­ 
fice, and only about 
everybody else even 
knows 
who 
he 
is. 
Indeed, after months 
of 
campaigning 
for 
nomination 
to 
the 
nation’s highest office, 
it is said that on the 
stump the man still 
has difficulty getting a 
good table at Burger 
King. 
So it is not surpris­ 
ing that, 
in recent 
weeks, 
Bentsen has 
quietlv announced that 
in addition to the presidency he will also 
in 1976 seek re-election to the Senate. It is 
at least discreet for a man unknown by 85 
per cent of Americans to minimize his 
political risks. Besides, as Kin Hubbard 
once wrote, there seems to be an excess 
of everything except parking spaces in 
the Union, thus why shouldn’t a man of 
the caliber of whatshisname seek more 
than one office at a time? 
Lyndon Johnson did it, also in Texas. 
He. too. was a man dedicated to the no­ 
tion the nation couldn’t risk losing him in 
Washington, so he ran in 1960 for both the 
vice presidency and the Senate. And by 
doggies, as they say in the panhandle, he 
won both He did not serve in the dual 
capacity, of course, though surely the 
devoted wished he might. Strangely, he 
resigned from the more powerful post. 
Other than Johnson and Bentsen, 
though, there have been no modern can­ 
didates this presumptuous The history 
books are curiously silent about the dual 
candidacy condition. Even the normally 
precise research staff at the Library of 
Congress is unsure about the specifics of 
the matter, yet the consensus is that the 
Johnson-Bentsen thing is “freakish." 
Johnson muscled a permitting law 
through 
the 
Texas legislature, and 
Bentsen is taking advantage of it. In at 
least most other states dual candidacies 
are forbidden. Henry Jackson, as exam­ 
ple. also a presidential candidate up for 
re-election in the senate next year, can­ 
not by law appear more than once on his 
state’s ballot 


Jackson, actually, says he would not 
run for both offices even if authorized, 
and claims to have squashed an earlier 
movement in Washington State to have 
ballot laws modified for his benefit. His 
heroics, however, are diminished by the 
fact that the Washington filing date for 
congressional office (August) comes 
after the Democratic nominating con­ 
vention. thus if Jackson loses the party 
bid he still has time to file for the Senate. 
Actually, the only presidential can­ 
didate of recent times choosing not to 
run for a fallback office was Barry 
Goldwater. He had enough influence in 
Arizona in 1960 to get a favorable dual 
candidacy law, but declined on the 
grounds of personal ethics. 
Ethics perhaps is the core issue in in­ 
stances of dual candidacies. The ques­ 
tion is whether American voters should 
take the candidate serious who runs for 
this 
and 
that 
simultaneously. 
And 
Bentsen may not be the only one thus af­ 
fected in 1976: Morris Udall has made at 
least a private preliminary inquiry in 
Arizona concerning and presidential and 
House of Representatives bid. and poten­ 
tial candidates Ted Kennedy, Hubert 
Humphrey and Edmund Muskie are also 
up for senate re-election next year. As 
more people tend to test the deep waters 
every four years, the issue promises not 
to go away. 
For Bentsen’s part, there is no issue 
He believes his value to his state should 
not be lost even if his bid for the 
presidency is. A Udall supporter similar­ 
ly. though stressing his man “will not’’ 
be a dual candidate, says that Americans 
should give thought to the consequences 
when good men who try for great heights 
and fail are forced out of continued ser­ 
vice to the nation Then there is the ques­ 
tion of staff security. As a defeated 
presidential candidate. Bentsen could go 
back to his $30 million business in Texas, 
but his people, denied a dual candidate, 
“have to roll for the White House, or the 
street.” 


The counter argument, however, is 
substantial 
It is wrong to hogtie the 
political process. Bentsen's dual can­ 
didacy confuses the sincerity of his 
national bid. and paralyzes those who 
would replace him in Texas One man, 
one vote; one man. one office; one man. 
one candidacy; the best role for the loser 
to play in America is that of trying 
again
